Grandparent Support Group provides a 
comm u nity for senior caregivers

Several grandparents 
gathered last Wednesday 
at the Hickman County 
Elementary School as part of 
Grandparent Support Group, 
a program that provides both 
moral and financial support 
to those with custody of their 
grandchildren. 

Ann Neely, the Family Care 
Giver Coordinator for the 
Purchase Area Development 
District (PADD), presides 
over these meetings and 
provides assistance in 
applying for grants to help 
put the children through 
school. 

“Not all of the grandparents 
involved qualify for the 
financial assistance,” Neely 
said, “but they are here for the 


other support that the group 
provides.” Neely explained 
that those with custody of 
grandchildren face some 
very unique problems and 
responsibilities, and being 
involved with a group of 
others in similar situations 
allows those grandparents 
to open up and share their 
experiences. 

Neely explained that 
qualified caregivers can 
receive $500 per child, 
per year. This money can 
go toward the purchase of 
clothes for the child, bedroom 
furniture, school supplies, 
and other education-related 
items, 

“The grant is based on 
income,” Neely explained, 
“but we encourage everyone 
with custody of grandchildren 


to at least apply for the 
grant.” Neely explained that 
it is better for caregivers to 
apply and be turned down 
than to not apply and find out 
later that they would have 
qualified. 

There are currently eight 
to 10 caregivers involved 
with the group in Hickman

The Hickman County School Board came together on 
Thursday night for their regular September meeting. The 
meeting was called to order at 7 p.m. 

In Larry Farlee’s principal’s report, he told the school 
board what was scheduled to come up during the next 
month in the high school. Among other things, he reported 
that on Oct. 19, ten students would be going to attend the 
Paducah River Career Day. This, Farlee explained, is an 
event specifically for students who are looking to spend 
their career on the river, or near it by going to work with 
companies like Ingram Barge Company. Farlee said that 
25 students applied to attend the career day, and a very 
careful selection was narrowed down to those who would 
best benefit from the career day. 

During his report, Superintendent Kenny Wilson 
announced that Hickman County Schools did not attain 
the Monsanto Grant this year; the grant went to Calloway 
County. He also commended the students in scoring high 
on the ACT test. The average score was 19.8 (46 th out of 
230 schools). Wilson explained that on the day before the 
meeting, 28 students stayed after school for ACT prep, and 
17 had stayed the previous Friday. Wilson told the board 
that the PLAN test would be given Tuesday, Sep. 25. This 
is a standardized test for high school sophomores. During 
his personnel report, Wilson stated that Lindsey and Shellie 
Caksackkar were hired as substitute teachers, Renee Cole 
had resigned, Stephanie Fisk had resigned as volleyball

The Spinda Blessing 

Couple shares their adoption process

John and Shanna Spinda’s 
journey to becoming adoptive 
parents was long and hard. 

John, a Murray State 
University communications 
professor, and Shanna, a 
Hickman County Elementary 
School special education 
teacher, lost their daughter, 
Stella Mae, five days after 
she was born prematurely in 
February of 2011. 

About six months after 
losing her, the Spindas 
decided to look into adoption. 
“We went through Catholic 
Charities, because we are 
a Catholic family. Catholic 
charities isn’t just open to 
Catholics; they are open to 
everyone,” Shanna said. They 
sent away for the paper work 
to begin the, usually two-year 
adoptive process. When that 
was finished, they attended 
an adoption workshop 
and were accepted as an 


adoptive family. Catholic 
Charities then proceeded 
with the Home Study, a 
lengthy process meant to 
determine if they were stable 
individuals capable of raising 
a child. “We had to gather 
all of our information and 
have physicals prior to the 
visit,” Shanna explained. 
“They then sent someone to 
inspect our home to see if it 
was a safe environment.” Of 
course, they were approved. 
They were then put on a 
waiting list. The Spindas, 
as do all adoptive families, 
made a scrapbook for the 
birth parents to go through. 
In the scrapbooks they 
were to make a “portfolio” 
of themselves, including 
their jobs, where they were 
from, etc. Six months after 
making their scrapbook, 
they received a call from the 
agency explaining that they

Fall armyworms present 
danger to many crops

Several warnings have 
been sounded recently about 
the danger of fall army worm 
(FAW) this year because 
trap counts for the adult, 
egg laying moth have been 
extremely high. During this 
past weekend, I had two calls 
that verified the presence of 
large populations of young 
armyworms in pastures. I 
suspect that there are many 
more out there, but farmers 
and homeowners just haven’t 
found them yet. Here are a 
few things you need to know 
about this pest. 

The fall armyworm is a 
tropical pest that migrates 
into Kentucky from Texas 
or Florida. It cannot survive 
our winters so the adult moth 
must fly in each year and 
deposit its eggs which hatch 
out after a few weeks. There 
are two feeding types and 
both are found in Kentucky. 
The com strain prefers 
to feed on corn and grain 
sorghum, while the grass 
strain prefers small grasses 
such as wheat, millet and 
other forage grasses. Fescue 
isn’t their favorite, but they 
will feed on it, especially 
young plants. Bermudagrass, 
however, is their favorite 
so lawns, golf courses and 
sports turf should be watched 
closely. 

This pest is a grazer. So it 
makes sense that the most 
susceptible crop is newly 
seeded fields of forage. 
Many cattlemen have already 
sown or renovated pastures 
to try and create grazing 
opportunities for their animals 
because of the short hay crop 
and lack of pastures. Newly 
seeded wheat, ryegrass 
or fescue fields should be 
inspected often to determine 
fall armyworm presence 
and infestation level. Older 
stands aren’t as vulnerable, 


but FAW could reduce the 
amount available forage and, 
with the weather we’ve had 
this year, producers can’t 
afford to lose any more. The 
same goes for newly seeded 
lawns which are also highly 
vulnerable. 

Another potential host crop 
is soybean. Although not 
preferred, fall armyworms 
often feed on soybeans 
because they’re green when 
not much else is available. 
Soybean fields at earlier 
growth stages are more 
susceptible and field edges 
are favored because FAW 
often migrates into the edges 
of soybean fields from grassy 
areas. 

When farmers or 
homeowners observe 3-4 fall 
armyworms per square foot 
of pasture or lawn, action 
should be taken to control 
this pest. If using a sweep 
net, 9 worms per 25 sweeps 
is the economic threshold. 
Baythroid, Mustang Max, 
Dipel, Warrior, Malathion 
and Sevin are all pesticides 
which can be used to control 
this pest, but make sure the 
crop you want to spray is 
included on the label. For 
more information, contact 
the Graves County Extension 
Office at 247-2334.

Parkway Regional Hospital listed 
amongl8 Kentucky hospitals 
cited as ‘top performers’ 


Eighteen Kentucky 
hospitals have been 
included on the annual 
list of hospitals that have 
excelled at adhering to 
basic procedures for surgery 
and other treatment of 
common illnesses such as 
heart attacks, heart failure 
and pneumonia. The Joint 
Commission, the nation’s 
major hospital accreditation 
board, has released this 
year’s list of 620 hospitals 
considered to be “top 
performers” for following 
recommended protocols 
at least 95 percent of the 
time. The top 18 percent of 
accredited hospitals make 
the list. 

Among the Kentucky 
hospitals that qualified 
on all four measurements 
were Greenview Hospital 
in Bowling Green, Ephraim 
McDowell Regional 


Medical Center in Danville, 
St. Elizabeth Medical Center 
in both Florence and Fort 
Thomas, Central Baptist 
Hospital in Lexington. 

Those qualifying in three 
categories were the Robley 
Rex Veterans Affairs Medical 
Center in Louisville (not in 
surgery) and the Appalachian 
Regional Hospitals in Harlan 
and Middlesboro (not in 
heart attack). 

Qualifying in two 
categories were Twin Lakes 
Regional Medical Center 
in Leitchfield, Frankfort 
Regional Medical Center, 
the Hospital of Louisa and 
Jackson Hospital Corp., all 
for pneumonia and surgical 
care. 

Recognized for pneumonia 
care were Parkway Regional 
Hospital in Fulton, Paul 
B. Hall Regional Medical 
Center in Paintsville, 


Logan Memorial Hospital 
in Russellville and the 
KentuckyOne Health 
Hospital in Martin. 

Among behavioral-health 
hospitals, ranked on their 
in-patient psychiatric care, 
the Kentucky facilities on 
the list were the Universal 
Health Services facility in 
Bowling Green, the new 
Cumberland Hall Hospital 
in Hopkinsville. 

According to Kaiser 
Health News, the Leapfrog 
Group, a nonprofit 
organization devoted to 
patient safety, aided in the 
rankings process, as did 
Consumer Reports. The 
Commission has its own 
metrics. It’s worth noting 
that next month, Medicare 
will start using hospital 
quality rankings on its 
Hospital Compare website 
to set reimbursements.

USDA’s Farm Service 
Agency’s (FSA) wants to 
remind agricultural producers 
that October 1, 2012 is the 
deadline to obtain crop year 
2013 NAP coverage for crops 
such as wheat for forage and 
barley for forage. The normal 
deadline is September 30th, 
but due to September 30th 
being on Sunday, producers 
have until Monday to obtain 
this coverage. 

Noninsured Crop Disaster 
Assistance Program (NAP) 
provides financial assistance 
to producers of non-insurable 
crops when low yields, loss 
of inventory or prevented 
planting occur due to natural 
disasters. An eligible 
producer is a landowner, 
tenant or sharecropper who 
shares in the risk of producing 
an eligible crop. Eligible 
producers must apply for 
coverage of non-insurable 
crops using Form CCC-471, 
“Application for Coverage,” 
and pay the applicable service 
fees at their local FSA office. 
The application and service 
fees must be filed by the 
application closing date as 
established by the producer’s 
FSA state committee. 

The service fee is the lesser 
of $250 per crop or $750 per 
producer per administrative 
county, not to exceed a total 
of $1,875 for a producer 
with farming interests in 
multiple counties. This fee is 
authorized by the 2008 Act. 

Limited resource producers 
may request a waiver of 
service fees. To qualify for 
an administrative service fee 
waiver, the producer must 
meet both of the following 
criteria: earn no more than 
$ 100,000 (2004) gross income 
in farm sales from each of 


the previous two years (to 
be increased starting in FY 
2004 to adjust for inflation, 
using the prices paid by 
farmers index as compiled 
by the National Agricultural 
Statistics Service (NASS); 
have a total household 
income at or below the 
national poverty level for a 
family of four, or less than 
50 percent of county median 
household for both of the 
previous two years.
